Miles Finlen, ex-Roactmastev of Vir- 


ginia, thrioe indicted by tho Storey 
Grand Jury for embezzlement, was 
tried npon one of them the other day, 
and acquitted, whereupon the Virginia 
Chroniolo remarks: 


The general impression is thai there 


will be no more trials, but that the other 
indictments will be dismissed. The re- 
sult of the two oases already tried shows 
conclusively that the testimony is insuf- 
ficient to secure a conviction, and fur- 
ther trials can only have tha result of 
pi'ing up expense for tha taxpayers to 
settle.

have been convicted, and as for "ex- 
pense" why should the Chronicle indi- 
rectly object to further trials on that 
ground because the taxpayers' money 
would only be thrown away. Is the 
case not one of embezzlement, and does 
it not come under the same heading as 
the Savings Bank cases? Tho Chronicle 
is seemingly very anxious that Washoe 
county should spend u million or two in 
the Savings Bank oases, but is satisfied 
"further trials in the Finleu cases will 
only result iu expense for the taxpayers 
to settle." The JotrsNAL occupies about 
the same position with regard to its 
constituents, only its case is ten times 
as strong as the one the Chronicle had. 
The -JOUBNAL is perfectly willing that 
there shall be a trial, and the regular 
machinery of the county used to secure 
a conviction, although it cannot endorse 
the action of the Grand Jury in finding 
an indictment, but it does not like to see 
the taxpayers put to any more expense 
than is absolutely necessary. In any 
event there is not the slightest possibil- 
ity of a conviction.

Beno In Imminent Danger of Betas 


Flooded With molten Lava. 


The present is a time of great elec- 


trical and sublorraueum disturbances. 
We hear of great earthquakes and of 
volcanoes starting into life in all .parts 
of the world, says the 
Enterprise. 


Even here at home, in California there 
have been many severe earthquakes, the 
first in nearly 20 years, that have the 
old-tia»o force. Almost any day the tre- 
mendous volcano that lies slumbering 
under Lake Tahoe is liable to assert it- 
self. 
At the first burst all the water in 


the lake would be blown thousands of 
feet into the air, and with the water all 
the steamboats, sailboats, and rowboats. 
Up into the clouds would not only go 
all the boats 011 the lake, but also all 
the fish in the waters, with millions of 
tons of bowlders, gravel and sediment 
from the bottom of the old orator. Of 
course the sudden emptying of the 
basin of the lake would be bod for 
Reno, bat its fate could not be worse 
than was that of the cities of Pompeii 
aud Herculauenm, besides what are a 
few human beings in great convulsions 
of nature. Vines aud grass grew over 
the crater of Vesuvius, and soldiers 
camped in the beautiful basin, but of a 
sudden ~;nes, grass and all were shot 
thousands of feet into the air. 
Over ths 


Tahoe crater is a beautiful pool of 
water, in which are beautiful fishes, and 
on which are gallant steamers and ves- 
sels, but the whole is a mere bucket of 
water compared with the great power 
that lies below—pop, bang! aud all is iu 
the air, and the throat of the crater is 
again red-hot, as in ages past. All this 
may not come to pass this Summer, but 
it is bouud to be seen, sooner or later—it 
is only a matter of time. 
Iu case the 


ejection of the wators of the lake shall 
instantly be followed by a mighty col- 
umn of fire aud flames, the water may 
be turned to steam (in falling back) be- 
fore reaching the ground, and so Keno 
would escape drowning, and the place 
ouly be covered by 40 or 50 feet of 
molten lavit.

ABOUT WATER. 


Useful Note* Belatlne to the I'luKl 


One gallon of distilled water weighs 


10 ponnda; one gallon of sea water 
weighs 10.32 pounds; 1.8 cubic feel of 
water weighs ona hundred weight; 36 
cubic feet weigh one ton, equal to 224 
gallons; one cubic fost contains 6^ gal- 
lons. [The English, standard, or im- 
perial gallon is hero referred to,] The 
average daily consumption of water in 
towns is 1C to 20 gallons per head. 
In 


pipes, the square of the diameter in 
inches equal pounds weight of water 
per yard. 
Example: An inch pipa 


holds nine pounds pen yard. 
One hun- 


dredth inch of rain is abount one ton 
weight to the acre. 
A nominal horse- 


power for a boiler requires one cubic 
foot of water per hour. Circular aper- 
tures are most effective for discharging 
water, they having less frictional sur- 
face for the same area, 
The vena cpn- 


tracta is the bos I form of orifice for dis- 
charging water. 
The ordinary speed to 


ran a pump is 80 to 100 feet per minute. 
The pressure in pounds per square inch 
of a column of water is the height of a 
column in feet multiplied by 1,534, or, 
for approximation, one half-pound pres- 
sure per square inch for each foot of 
height. 
Water, in flowing through an 


aperture, has a velocity equal to that 
acquired by n heavy body falling freely 
from a height equal to the distance be- 
tween the center of the aperture .and 
the surface of the water. 
Doubling the 


diameter of an aperture increased the 
flow four-fold. 
A man can raise water 


from a well 30 feet doep at the rate of 
30 gallons per minute. The approxi- 
mate time occupied iu discharging equal 
quantities of water, under equal heads, 
through pipes of equal length, varies 
from 80 for a straight pipe, 200 for a 
curve to 240 for a right angle.
